Despite the present state of 
business, Coffee County stands 
out as a richer market than 
most, according to a new sur- 
vey of buying power, made by 
Sales Man: iwement magazine, 

The cop yrigh ted study; con- 
on in- 
comes and consumer spending, 
covers every part of the coun- 
try, and is quoted by The Elba 
Clipper by permission of the 
publishers, 

Earnings were at ‘a high le- 
vel in Coffee County during 
the past year, it shows. Local 
residents had a net, disposable 
income, aiter payment of per- 
sonal taxes, of $24,769,000 as 
compared with $22,424,000 in 
the previous year, 


Improvement 

What this amounted to on a 
per-household basis was deter- 
mined by dividing the dollar 
total by the number of house- 
holds, It came to $3,393 per 
household, as against$3,158 in 
1956. 

It was a 9.8 percent improve- 
ment, which was more than 
was achieved generally in the 
United States, 5.1 percent. The 
State of Alabama rise was 7.0 
percent. 

With incomes high and with 
the feeling of confidence that 
prevailed throughout most of 
1957, local residents spent 
freely. 

As a result, retail merchants 
had a good year, Their sales 
volume reached $24,967,000, 
topping the prior year’s $21,- 
528,000. 3 

Although most retail lines 
recorded gains, a few, especi- 
ally in the heavy appliance 
fields, did not. Soft yoods, in 
general, did better than hard 
goods. 

The report shows, through a 
“buying power index,” the ra- 
tio between the amount _act- 
ually Spent for goods in each 
community and the amount 
that could have been spent. 
The index is a weighted figure, 
based on - population, income 
and sales,
